Woes and Hardships 
of Poverty. 


BY RAYMOND. 
New York, July 25.—(Special.]~There are 
gome terrible problems to be solved if one 
“popes to dissipate all of the questions relat- 
ing to the labor of children. There are chil- 
dren who are at work who ought to be at 
school, and there are children at echool who 
would be just as well off if they were at 


work. 

The minute one begins to apply 4 general 
law to the individual he is in difficulties. 
There are little ones who ought to be at 
-gchool until long after they are 14 years of 

| age. There are others to whom no amount 
of schooling would make much difference. 

A law to be a law must be definite. It 
must fizan age below which the employment 
of cbildren is illegal, and above which there 
ghall be distinctions as to the method of 
employment and the way in which the child 
shall be treated. 

The child labor laws of many of the states, 
notably of Illinois, New York, and Massa- 
chisetts, are most excellent. Furthermore, I 
am becoming convinced that on the whole 
these laws are fairly well executed. Op the 
other hand, I have run into dozens of in- 
stances where a poor family was unfairly 
deprived of the wages which might have 
been earned by a comparatively young child 
had not the law stepped in and forbidden It. 


Chance for Real Charity. 

It is an entirely arbitrary thing to say that 
a child of 14 possessing a certain amount 
of educational capacity shall be enticed to 
work. while another child of the same age 
with less capacity for book learning. but 
with more intuition for industrial employ- 
ment, shall not go to work. 

Besides all this, it takes a brave man to 
say that when a mother and a lot of little 
thildren are practically starving they shal) 
not be given the benefit of the few dollars 
a week which the strong but possibly illiter- 
ate daughter of the house mighi be able to 
contribute. 

There is a chance here for charity of the 
widest. broadest. most sensible kind [If it 
fa deemed to be a good thing to prevent a 
crild from working. although it ts physically 
able. because it has not had schooling enough 
some one ought to step in and make good 
to the family the wages that child could 
earn. 

Every time one begins to investigate this 
shocking child labor problem he is met with 
the argument that where a family is dire- 
fully poor it is unfair to deprive it of the 
wages which any one of the combination 
might be able to earn..no matter how small 
the amount might be. Traveling through the 
tenement district. watching the scores of 
children at play on the fire escapes and the 
inner courts. one is naturally impressed by 
the idea that they would be just as well off 
if they were at work. 


Child Wage Neeced in Some Cares. 
There is something terrible in the idleness 
of the children of the very poor. If they cculd 
be well employed at fair wages and under 
§00d cond'tione there is no doubt they would 
be better off than if doing nothing. There 
Sre dogens of cases where the wages of the 
Uttle girl or boy are practically all that stands 
‘between a family and actual starvation.

CZAR’S IRON HAND 
SMOTHERS REVOLT 


Nation, Exhausted After the 
Strain, Delays Inauguration 
of Rebellion, to Gov- 
ernment’s Relief. 


GENERAL STRIKE IS CRUX. 


Radicals Strive to Have Call Is- 
sued at Once—Conservatives 
Urge Time Is Not Ripe 
for Uprising. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 25.—There has 
been little change of importance in the situa- 


tion In the last twenty-four hours in the cap- | 


Ral. What has transpired in the interior it 
is Impossible to learn with any accuracy, so 
rigorous is the censorship which has been 
put op press dispatches. 

It was reported from Moscow today that the 
council of workmen there bad decided upon a 
genera] strike, to go into effect on Saturday. 
Here in the capital, however, all the ind- 
cations point to the postponement of this step 
until the government shal! be less, and the 
country more, prepared for such an event; 


until the harvest ts finished and the revolu- 
tionary movement develops spontaneously 
among the.idle peasantry. 

Although detached strike movements were 
Inaugurated at widely separated points to- 
day, the most !mportant at Riga and Lublin 
In Russian Poland, the general trend of the 
news from the provinces in@ cates that con- 
ditions are scarcely ripe, except in the fam- 
‘ne districts, for an upheaval. 

The central strike committee of St. Pe- 
tersburg has notified the etaffe of all manu- 
factories to abstain from politica) strikes. 
Sim'ler measures have been taken ‘by the 
railway union Men at the Puttloff fron 
works yielded today after a warm discuesion 
to the moderate element. and work goes on. 


Nation Exhausted After Strain. 

While the popular passions have not cooled. 
the long nervous strain has produced a sort 
of exhaustion which makes !t more difficult’ 
to induce them to rush forward and embark 
on the privations and sacrifices involved tna 
general strike. On the other hand. the lead- 
ers recognize that if the present psycholog- 
cal moment ts lost, with the machinery of 
repression in full operation it will be well 
nigh {mpossible to organize an uprising 
later, and that théy will be compelled to wait 
for another spontaneous upheaval] lke that 
of last fall. 

For these reasons the majority of the pro- 
letariat leaders, backed by the Group of Tol) 
and the majority of the constitutional dem- 
ocrats, are insisting on a genera! strike at 
once, but some of the workmén’s tiniéns 
shrink from facing the ordeal of starvation 
and bayonets. 

‘The assassination of Col. Salamatoff in 
Warsaw and a peasant uprising at Milau, ac- 
companied by the burning of Rempten cas- 
tle in Courtland, are regarded here as inci- 
dents having no direct bearing on the main 
revolutionary movement. Owing to the cen- 
sorship definite news of the disorders at 
Milau are lacking. The only report received 
here “states that armed revolutionists are 
terrorizing the surrounding country and that 
two columns of troops are converging upon 
them. 


Army Saved for Final Struggle. 

A recrudescence of the revolution is also 
teported in the Baltic provinces near De- 
mitrovsk. In Orel province the peasants‘on 
the crown estates are reported to be in erup- 
tion. 

The refusal of the authorities to send 
troops to save the estate of Baron Freder- 
-icks. aid de camp to the emperor. forty miles 
from the capital. which was plundered by 
peasants yesterday, seems [to indicate that

Stolypin Issues Explanation. 
Premier Stolypin authorized the officia! St. 
etersburg agency tonight to give out the 
following statement explaining the dissolu- 


tion: 
From the very first days of its existence the 


lower house of parliament overstepped all the im- | 


ité of law. In its reply to the speech from the 
throne, modification, of the fundamental law was 
demanded in the shape of the suppression of the 
ecounci) of the empire and the creation of a re- 
sponsible cabinet. By its agrarian program, based 
on the expropriation of land. the house raised hopes 
that could not be realized and weakened the re- 
spect for property of others, already enfeebied. 
[In the speeches of its members the house consist- 
ently discredited the government, which it ever 
accused of organizing pogroms and disorders. By 
sending a deputation to Bialystok, it openly aspired 
to usurp executive power 

Fourteen deputies appealed to the people, incit- 
ing disorders. a step which called forth no ex- 
pression of disapprobation from the house. In 
the last moment of its existence the house deciaret 
that the government had acted Illegally in explain- 
ing to the population the nature of the agrarian 
project proposed by itself. and decided to addrss 
a manifesto to the people persuading them not 
to believe in the government regarding the ques- 
tion. but to await ite gettiement by parliament. 
Several] members also undertook journeys to the 
interior of Russia with the object of supporting 
agitation, their appearance being followed by 
renewed disorders, pogroms. and strikes. A!) these 
causes necessitated the decision to dissolve the 


house. 
Slay Jews to Divert Anger? 

In Moscow and other large cites the Black 
Hundreds. with the connivance of the au- 
thorities. are endeavoring to distract the at- 
tention of the populace by Inciting Jewish 
massacres. Thousands of copies of a Black 
Hundred proclamation. praising the czar for 
the dissolution of the duma. “a revolution- 
ary assembly of Jews and Jewish sympa- 
thizers.” have been scattered throughout 
Moscow with the ald of the police.

Within sight of their friends and com- 
paniens. Jobn..Nelson, 30. years old, and 
George Wilbur, 12 years ola, were drowned in 
the lake off Sixty-elighth street yestercay 
afternoon.

None of the bathers was aware of the 
danger and Nelson, who was the first to see 
tne boy sink, burried to his aid in the belief 
that he hed fallen as a result of an attack 
of cramps. Just as he reached the place 
where the boy had sunk the bathers nearer 
shore were horrified to sec Nelson suddenly 
sink and @isappear in the same manner as 
the boy had done. 

Eimer Blackwood and Henry Poppin, Nel- 
son's companions, who had followed him 
when he started to aid the boy, discovered 
the treacherous suction hole by feeling their 


way cautiously with their feet. They raised 
an alarm immediately and made several 
futile attempis to recover the bodies, but 
none of them could swim and the effort was 
abandoned until the arrival of the Jackson 
park life saving crew. 


Hole Fifteen Feet Deep. 

By soundings and measurements it was 
found that the suction hole was fifteen feet 
deep and six feet in circumference. After 
two hours’ work the life saving crew recov- 
ered the bodies, which the police took to an

By a ruse the sheriff got Constantine's 
address from the girl. The man was in New 
York and the gir) was induced to write to 
him and ask him to go to Madaline. He 
arrived there last Friday, expecting te 
meet Miss Holt. As he stepped into Alez- 
ander Fingerux’s saloon and walked up to 
the bar, Hoffman awaited him. The young 
man was lifting a glass of beer to his mouth 
when the deputy sheriff stepped to his side 
and arrested him. 

In @ moment he had his nippers op him. 
Golng to. Poughkeepsie on the train. Con- 
Sstantine asked what he wanted him for. 
He was told “for murder in Chicago.” He 
replied: “It is my brother you want.” 


Mysterious Woman Police Agent, 

But the deputy sheriff was sure he had 
the murderer. He at once communicated 
with the Chicago police and Assistant Chief 
Schuettler took unusual measures. For the 
first time in Chicago police history a young 
woman unattended by detectives was sent 
to make the identification. 

The young woman who was sent had known 
Constantine well while he Hved’at the Gen- 
try flat in La Salle avenue. He had sought 
her company often and had even made love 
to her. She is a German girl, her parents 
be'ng old Chicago settlers. 

The police here refuse to reveal her iden- 


| tity except to say that she was a restaurant 


cashier and formerly had been a dentist's 


_assistant. Assistant Chief Schuettler told 
_her to use the name of Emma Schrieber. 


And so she went to Poughkeepsie. 


Identifies Prisoner at Once. 

“Miss Schrieber" saw Constantine yes 
terday morning in the Poughkeepsie jail and 
identified him as Mrs. Gentry's 
slayer. Still he held to his claim that i 
was a mistake; that he was Constantine’s 
brother and never had been in Chicago, 

‘* Miss Schrieber " ls about 20 years of age, 
and has regular features and a pieasant, 
smiling face. Her brown eyes match her 
She speaks 
languages fluenitiy—IlItalian, German, 
and English. 

When the young woman was led to Con- 
stantine’s cell she gave a glance at him and, 
turning to Deputy Sheriff Hoffman, remarked 
confidently: 

“That is the man.” 

Reflecting a moment, while Constantine 
scowied at her, his face wearing a black, 
ugly look, she added, with perfect self-pos- 
session: - 

“i would know the man without seeing 
his face, by his walk.” 

The explanation of this is that Constem 
tine. who is a natty, well dressed youth, has 
a@ swagger strut that le associated with the 
Bowery swell. Further than a scowl of dis- 
like, Conetantine paid no attention to Miss 
Schrieber, who 4id not offer to speak to him. 


Prisoner Shaved; Identified. 


After leaving the cell the young woman 
said to Deputy Sheriff Hoffman that Con- 
Stantine looked a little fatter about his chin

several day's growth of beardg on his chin 
and Hoffman had the prison barber shave 
him aod again presented him to Miss Schrie- 
ber, who exclaimed: 

“ That is the man; I would know himin«e 
thousand.” 

The identification was so positive that Hoff- 
man at once wired the result to Chief Collins 
who sent a reply that an officer would 
be sent as #00n as extradition papers 
could be taken out. Mies Schrieber will wait 
in Poughkeepsie until the officer arrives, De- 
tective Sheehan left for the east at 10:30 
o’clock last night on the Lake Shore road. 


Have Faith in Woman’s Word. 

The Chicago police say that “ Mise Schrie- 
ber ” is an exceptionally bright young woman 
and they put entire faith in her discern- 
ment 

They also say that the younger Constan- 
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tine’s name is not Frank, but Rivviero, and 


“that he is three inches shorter than the mur- 


Geter. The latter is only 5 feet 7% Inches tall. 
The difference would make the younger 
brother so notably short in stature that ““Miss 
Schrieber”’’ could not possibly confound them. 

In a brief conversation last evening in 
Poughkeepsie, *‘ Miss Schrieber" said she 
Was a cashier employed in Chicago not far 
from La Salle and Division streets, where 
stands the Gat bullding in which Constantine 
murdered Mrs. Gentry. She would not say 
it outright, but she intimated, with the char- 
acteristic modesty of a young gérl, that Con- 
stantine had paid her considerable attention. 
She said he always was well dressed, and 


beasted of his wealth. 
On the day of the murder, “ Miss Schrie- 


ber” said, she was looking out of a window 


toward the street. A carriage flashed by 
jrith a monogram on the door panel. Inside 
she caught a glimpse of Frank Constantine. 
It was shortly after the dinner hour, and she 
sew him plainly. 

“YT thought,”’ said ‘“ Miss Schrieber,” 
“there must be something in his stories of 
wealth, because he was riding in a cab with 
@ monogram on it. 

Prisoner Once a Convict. 

The Constantine who is under arrest served 
three years in the Elmira reformatory for 
burglary, being released three years ago. 
This does not fit the record the Chicago police 
bave. 

* My real name Is Fritz,”’ said the prisoner, 
“but I used my brother’s name when I was 
sent to Elmira. My brother is as much like 
me as a mountain is like a mole hill.” 

Constantine has engaged City Judge Mors- 
chauser of Poughkeepsie as his attorney. 
Morschauser believes his client can prove an 
alibi. He declares he will waive extradi- 
tion and willingly go to Chicago with the 
officers from that city. Constantine was vis- 
ited several days ago by a man named Stein, 
accompanied by Detective Gallagher of New 
York. Stein thought he knew Frank J. Con- 
stantine, but failed to identify the prisoner as 
the man of that name he knew. 


Mother’s Words Add to Mystery. 

In New York City Mrs. Rosina Constantine, 
who keeps a grocery at 309 East One Hun- 
dred and Eleventh street, said last night that 
the Poughkeepsie police had made a mistake 
and had arrested the wrong person. “ She said 
her youngest son, Frank J., left for Pough- 
keepsie last Friday He had been engaged 
&s the timekeeper for a-contractor. Since 
reaching Poughkeepsie the young man had 
written several letters to his sister Clara, in 
New York. 

“T had two sons,”’ said Mrs. Constantine. 
“The oldest was Fritz. He took a dislike to 
this name and wanted the one we had given 
to the younger boy. Fritz insisted on being 
@alled Frank, so we had two of that name in 
the family. 

“Fritz left home last October, saying he 
Was going to Chicago and other places in the 
Wwest. We never have séen or heard from 
him since. The boy that isin Poughkeepsie 
never was in Chicago in his life. He is only 
21 years old, and Fritz is 26 years old. I am 
going to Poughkeepsie in the morning, and 
several of our frien@s will go with me. We 
can prove easily Frank is not the person the 
Chicago authorities want.” 

Mr; Gentry Traveling. 

Mr. Gentry, the husband of the murdered 
woman, is traveling somewhere in the east. 
The police have not been able to reach him, 
although numerous telegrams have followed 
him to New York, Atlantic City, and Buffalo. 

He was last heard of in Buffalo. 

No other friend of the Gentry family who 
had ever seen Constantine would consent to 
make the journey. A man who had played 
cards with the Gentry family and their young 
boarder nearly every night refused to go, al- 
though offered $5 a day. 

“Miss Schrieber’’ furnished Assistant Chief 
Schuettler with an accurate description of 
Constantine, and later his application curd to 
the New Rochelle (N. Y.) Y. M. C. A. was dis- 
covered. Having once been a dentist’s as- 
sistant, she had noted a gold crown on the 
left cuspid tooth of the man who killed Mrs. 
It is said the prisoner has the same 
kind of a tooth. . 

Murder Most Shocking of Series. 

The murder, which bids fair to be solved, 
Was the most shocking of the series of north 
side crimes that startied the city last winter. 
The escape of the murderer was no less bold. 
Many men have been arrested in this country 
and abroad suspected of being Constantine. 
One prisoner, whose resemblance was re- 
markable, was held in Panama for ten days. 
Again Constantine was heard of on his way 
to Italy, and the docks of the great ports 
were posted with detectives on the lookout. 
In Chicago and the vicinity a dozen men 
adl proving in- 
mnocent. A plausible arrest was made two 
months ago in Hot Springs, Ark., and a 
Chicago detective was sent there. 

Constantine is 26 years of age. On Dec, 13 
he sought a room with the Gentrys in the 
Sheridan apartment building in La Salle ave- 
mue. He wore good clothes and created a 
good impression. He had no references with 
him, but pretended to be the son of a wealthy 


‘New York real estate man, who had sent him 


on a pleasure trip in order to escape marriage 
with a servant in the family. 
Victim a Painter of Pictures. 

The Gentrys were. refined people, Mr. 
Gentry is president of the Universal Trad- 
ing and Supply company, a mail order house 
at 101 Lake street. Mrs. Gentry was a paint- 
er of iocal reputation, and the pretty flat 
was filled-with works of her art. Constan- 
tine’s acquaintance with them came by 
chance. He answered an advertisement for 
a room in the neighborhood and was fre- 
ferred by a friend to the Gentrys. 

The moti¥e for the murder has ever re- 
mained a mystery. Mr. Gentry has said that 
it followed a refusal] of his wife to loan him 
@ny more money. Other friends think that 
Mrs. Gentry repulsed the young man’s ad- 
vances, and that he killed her in fear that she 
would tell her husband. 

There was no one in the flat when the mur- 
der was committed except the man and his 
victim. Mr. Gentry had gone to his office. 
Mrs. Gentry was preparing to spend the after- 
fioon with friends. Constantine was in his 
room. He previously had been in the bath- 
room shaving, and had left his razor there. 
The rooms and hallway indicated that a 
struggle had taken place as Mrs. Gentry was 
leaving the flat. Whether she was running 
Out in fear or whether she had returned to 
meet him in the doorway is a matter of con- 
Jecture. 

Other occupants of the building heard the 
founds andthe stifiedcries. They found Mrs. 
Gentry lying across the hall, fully dressed, 
her throat slashed from earto ear. She died 
three minutes later. 

Escape of Constantine. 

Constantine ran down the rear stairway, 
leaving his bloody cuffs in an ashbarrel. He 
Was seen by the janitor, whom he asked for 
@ hat. While the janitor was looking for 
one Constantine fied, with no hat and wear- 
ing a light overcoat. 

He ran into a clothing store at Division 
and Wells streets and bought a blue cap 
with a visor. Then he boarded a Wells 
street car and went to a pawnshop at 151 
Clark street, where he secured $60 on some 
Giamond rings. From there he took a cab 
end went to the Palmer house. After he 
entered the hotel he disappeared and the 
police have never been able to get any posi- 
tive clew as to how he left the city, al- 
though a man answering his description was 
geen in the La Salle street station a few 
minutes later. It is thought that he bought 
a@ new sult of clothes. 

Constantine was born 
He worked in New York, City depart- 
ment stores and as a shoe Salesman. He 
constantly kept a cigar in his mouth and 
Was an expert at pinochle. His mother 
has been a widow for fifteen years. Her 
maiden name was Rosa Marcandio, and 
she was born in Italy. 

His sister, Clara Constantine, aged 
16 years, lives. with her mother. There 
is also the brother, 21 years of age, named 
Rivviero, but Known as,Fritz. There is an- 
other sister, Grace, who was married to 
Joseph Rissola, 19 Third street, New Ro-

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LABOR MEN OUST NOGKELS 


MADDEN ACCOMPLISHES DOWN.- 
FALL OF REFORM LEADER. 


President of Steamfitters’ Union Re- 
fuses to Again Send Him to Fed- 
eration as Delegate, Although Vote 
of Menrbers at Meeting Is in. His 
Favor—Resignation as Secretary of 
Central Body Now Probable—Shea 
and Others Again Indicted. 


Edward N. Nockels, leader of the reform 
element in the Chicago Federation of Labor, 
has been unseated as delegate to that body, 
forced to resign as member oftits executive 
board, and progably soon will hand in his 
resignation as secretary. 

Back of this defeat is a story of intrigue 
and conspiracy, in which ‘“ Skinny’ Mad- 
den, his opponent, has pleyed an important 
part. Nockels is the one man who has stood 
between Madden and a high place in the 
central body, and it. was to oust him that 
Madden has been bending all his energies. 
Nockels controlled the machinery of the 
elections in the central body and has in- 
sisted upon fair play, thus preventing Mad- 
den gaining supremacy by his usual meth- 
ods. 

The Gas and Electric Fixture Hangers’ 
union, of which Nockels was a delegate to 
the federation, has been in considerable need 
of bolstering up during its strike. The 
Building Trades association, because of 
Madden’s influence, has been of no assist- 
ance to the strikers. 

Madden is said to have let the strikers 
know that no assistance would come from 
his organization as long as his enemy, Nock- 
els, was in the federation of labor. 


Nockels Ousted as Delegate. 

At a meeting of the Gas and Electric Fix- 
ture Hangers’ union Tuesday evening the re- 
appointment of a delegate to the federation 
came up among the routine business, and the 
president of the union appointed another 
member of the union in Nockels’ place. 
Nockels protested that the members of the 
union should be permitted to vote upon the 
delegate, and the president reluctantly per- 
mitted those present to vote. Result: 14 to 
16 in Nockels’ favor. 

But he was not pefmitted to win. It was 
held that as there were numerous members 
who had not voted, their uncast baliots 
should be counted against Nockels, defeating 
him. 

Shea and Others Indicted Again. 

Cornelius P. Shea, international president 
of the Teamsters’ union, aad “ Al” Young, 
prominent in the teamsters’ strike of a year 
ago, were among forty-two labor leaders who 
were reindicted by the grand jury on charges 
of conspiracy to injure the business of many 
Chicago firms. 

Rudolph Jonas, an alleged slugger, now 
under indictment for the murder of Adolph 
Wegel, a butcher whom he kicked into the 
river, is one of the new defendants not named

STATE’S MILK SUPPLY FOUND 
TO BE GROSSLY ADULTERATED. 


Food Inspectors Make Disclosures Re- 
garding Their Work—Dealers in 


Cities Outside Chicago Guilty. 
oo | 


Gross adulteration of the milk supply all 
over the state, to an extent never suspected 
by the authorities, has been discovered by 
state food inspectors. Conditions which are 
declared to be almost unbelievable were made 
public yesterday afternoon by Herman E. 
Schuknecht, assistant state food .commis- 
sioner, who declared that 25 per cent of the 
samples of milk gathered by the inspectors 
was found to be unfit for food. 

** Violations of the pure food laws concern- 
ing the purity of milk,” he said, ‘“ are the 
worst we ever have found. The adulteration 
of this, the greatest of foods, has been car- 
ried on to such an extent that it is abom- 
inable. 

“ We intend to put a stop to the dangerous 
business by arresting every milkman and 
every hotel or restaurant keeper disposing 
of such milk. 

‘Fortunately, conditions in Chicago are 
excellent, because of the codperation of the 
board of health. Most of the milk is pure. 
But in the cities round about Chicago and 
all over the state the violations of the law are 
rampant.”’ 

The authorities, since the campaign against 
bad milk began, have arrested hundreds of 
milkmen, and many of them have pleaded 
guilty. At Quincy four confessed, at Joliet 
10, at Springfield 7, and at other places from 
1 to &. Arrests were made in Elgin, Geneva, 
Waukegan, Rockford, Evanston, and other 
towns. 

J. L. McLaughlin of the dairy department 
of the University of Llinois has been ap- 
pointed to assist in the work. 


FORBIDS TAX COLLECTION 
AGAINST 7 CORPORATIONS. 


Judge Grosscup Makes Permanent His 
Injunction Against County and City 
for Assessment of 1901. 


Final decrees were entered by Judge Gross- 
cup in the United States Circuit court yes- 
terday in the cases of the seven public cor- 
porations against the county and other tax- 
ing bodies, in which a temporary injunction 
recently was granted, stopping the collection 
of big sums in taxes under an as- 
sessment of 1901. The court finds in his fina! 
decision that the assessment was. void be- 
cause it was made under coercion of a man- 
damus, unjust and violating the fourteenth 
amendment to the constitution.

BY CANAL BOARD. 


Stone Contract Awarded Inde- 
pendent After Discussion 
by the Trustees. 


SCORES MOVE OF COMBINE. 


President McCormick Arraigns 
Methods Used in Attempt to 
Stop Competition. 


. 


The drainage board awarded the contract 


the drainage canal to John M. Ewen, an 
independent contractor, yesterday, after the 
action had been fought by Trustees Cloidi 
and Baker. Mr. Ewen's offer provides for 
the purchase of the stone at 10 cents a cubic 
yard, with an added profit to the board of 
from 50 to 66 per cent on the sales. He will 
provide the equipment for the work and 
guarantees to remove the stone at the rate 
of 300,000 cubic feet a year. 

James O. Heyworth, also a contractor, 
was another bidder. . He offered a contract at 
the last moment with a price of 11 cents per 
cubic yard and a sliding scale reaching as 
high as 90 per cent of the profits after they 
had reached 60 per cent to his company. 
This offer was voted down, by the majority 
of the board after Sidney Adler, a represen- 
tative of the company, had attracted atten- 
tion by making a speech to the board while 
it was transacting official business, and 
President McCormick had arraigned the 
** stone trust.” 


Session Interrupted by Speech. 

At the opening of the session Trustees 
Cloidt and Baker moved that the contract 
which had been awarded to Mr. Ewen by 
the finance committee, and which had been 
sent to the board for ratification, be set 
aside until bids from other companies were 
received. Trustee Eidmann, chairman of the 
finance committee, objected to this. 

“The finance committee received bids 
from all stone companies and contractors 
and selected the most satisfactory one. I 
see no reason why other companies should 
demand to be allowed to bid again,’’ he-said. 
Sidney Adier, a representative of the Hey- 
ve company, then interrupted the ses- 
sion. 

‘* This is a session of the sanitary board,” 
said President McCormick. ‘ The board will 
transact all of the business connected wiih 
its affairs.”” Mr. McCormick then arraigned 
the “stone trust.”’ 

‘It is a regrettable thing,” he said, ** that 
one of the greatest engineering works of the 
country has only been equaled by the scandai 
which has been attached to affairs ef its man- 
agers since its inception. On€@e, in 1006, the 
stone was offered for sale and bids of 3cents 
were made, but not accepted. The present 
board refused to turn it over to the stone 
trust for almost nothing.” : 

Carried. 


Motion for Ewen 

**I move that the contract be awarded Mr. 
Ewen,’ said Trustee Kicinann. 

‘“*I think we ought to consider these other 
bids,”’ said Trustee Baker. “If there are 
objectionable clauses they can be changed.”’ 

“We will vote on Trustee Eidmann’s mo- 
tion,’’ said President McCormick. This was 
done, and the motion to give the contract to 
Mr. Ewen was passed, Trustees Cloidt and 
Baker voting “ no.”’ 

‘‘Mr. Ewen is an independent contractor 
who formerly was connected with several 
large contracting companies as engineer,” 
said Trustee Eidmann. “* He will dispose of 
the stone on a percentage basis, and will bea 
formidable rival to the stone trust.*’

PARTY REVIVAL FEARED. 


Senator Cullom Spokesman for 
County Authorities; Yates

To offset the anticipated benefit which the 
democratic local tickets will receive from the 
visit and speeches of William Jennings 
Bryan in Chicago in September, it is proposed 
to get President Roosevelt here for a speech 
following the Bryan reception and before the 
election.

The “ I'l) tell 
my father” cry ought not to be effective 
in the case of any lawbreaker, but, least 
of all, when the son of a supposed law- 
maker makes himself a public nuisance as 
@ common lawbreakecr. But his threat 
was made good, and the one who admin- 
istered the law is transferred “for the 
good of the service.”

ually pass away. The charity evoked: by 
that destruction is breeding an evil which 
may be more lasting than the high prices. 
The great relief fund is pauperizing many 
who would have managed to shift for them- 
selves if there had been none. As long as 
the fund holds out they think they have a 
right to free food, clothing, and lodging. 
There are 50,000 persons in the relief camps 
and the number is growing. Refugees who 
went in the country to live on or with 
friends are returning to get their share of the 
relief. 

At the same time there are constant com- 

plaints of the way in which relief is admin- 
istered. The refugees say they are not so 
well treated as they ought to be. The man- 
agers of the charity fund are accused of ex- 
travagance and mismanagement. ‘Probably 
the charges are unfounded, but they are none 
the less unpleasant. The Minneapolis mill- 
ers are not the only persons who have made 
harsh remarks. It is said now that the 
men who are handling the $5,000,000 relief 
fund are worried by the growing number of 
dependents and wish to get rid of the whole 
business. Some of them have suggested that 
the money be spent as rapidly as possible, 
for then the refugees would have to go to 
work. 
The charitable people of Chicago and 
other cities who gave liberally for the relief 
of distress in San Francisco did not antici- 
pate such a confession of weakness and in- 
capacity on the part of the leading men of 
that city. They took for granted the ex- 
istence of sufficient intelligence and public 
spirit to administer wisely and prudently the 
money or goods contributed for the support 
of the destitute. It was assumed that none 
but the really needy would be cared for and 
that as little as possible would be done to 
encourage pauperism. It was assumed that 
the administrators of the relief funds would 
husbard them as much as possible, instead 
of saying, “ Let us spend them as quickly as 
possibile.” 

The people of San Francisco were calm 
and courageous when confronted by a great 
disaster, but since then blunders have been 
made. The appeal of the leading men to 
congress for a great loan for building pur- 
poses was one. The management of the 
relief funds is not what those who gave so 
liberally and gladly supposed it would be. 


WHAT BECOMES OF THE DIMES? 

In some parts of the country trouble is re- 
ported on account of the scarcity of dimes, 
What becomes of the dimes? An official in 
Washington suggests that because the coun- 
try is prosperous people keep dimes in their 
pockets to hear them jingle. This position 
is not tenable, because any other coin would 
jingle just as well, and if people are so pros- 
perous as to find pleasure in jingling coins in 
their pockets they would be likely to use 
larger ones for the purpose. 

The penny-in-the-slot machines are held 
responsible for a scarcity of pennies. Street 
ear lines and automatic telephones accumu- 
late nickel 5’ cent pieces, but there is no par- 
ticular use for dimes that would cause them 
to be concentrated in the hands of a few 
corporations. It is not likely that they are 
hoarded in children’s savings banks to the 
extent that pennies and nickels are, because 
it does not take many dimes to make a dollar, 
and dollars are deposited in banks where 
they draw interest and then the coins are 
released to go back into circulation. 

Estimating the coinage of dimes since the 
publication of the last report of the director 
of the mint as averaging the same as in the 
last few years reported, there have been 
coined from 1792 to the present day about 
520,000,000 dimes. More than half of these, 
however, have been coined in the last twenty 
years, and the older ones have largely dis- 
appeared from circulation. Inthe year 1903 
the different mints of the United States re- 
ceived nearly eight million dimes which were 
retired as tncurrent, a number almost ex- 
actly equa! to one-third the coinage for the 
year. It is probable that there are not in 
circulation more than three dimes for each 
inhabitant of the United States. Theslight 
relation which the total coinage, or even the 
amount outstanding, bears to the amountin 
circulation is shown by the fact that there 
are still outstanding about 800,000 half 
cents, 28,000,000 two cent pieces, and 
20,000,000 nickel three cent pieces which no 
one ever sees, and which may have been lost 
or melted long ago, but are still on the treas- 
ury books as outstanding. — 

in view of the statistics the scarcity of 
diffies need not be wondered at. The only 
extraordinary thing is that any one should 
complain. There is nothing a dime will buy 
that cannot be paid for in other coins with 
almost equal convenience. Any kind of 
money is good if there is plenty altogether. 


THE CREDIT OF THE UNITED STATES. 

If Alexander Hamilton could return fora 
short visit to the present holder of the 
cabinet office to which be once gave his dis- 
tinguished services he would undoubtedly 
be filled with delight as he contrasted the 
situation which he had to face with that 
indicated by a subscription of $445,000,000 
for a bond issue of $30,000,000 at the low 
interest rate of 2 per cent. It would seem 
to bim the realization of his own dream of 
an imperial America with ample credit in 
the markets of the world. 

For this sale of bonds tells of a nation 
strongly intrenched financially and possess- 
ing an asset of great value in the confidence 
of its own people. It is refreshin 
when people have been led by painful reve- 
lations of misdeeds to distrust officials of 
great fiduciary institutions to see them mani- 
fest such a firm belief in the integrity of 
their government. An investment at 2 per 
cent does not promise much in the way of 
interest returns, and the bonds would not 
have brought so good a price if it had not 
been for the special privileges attached to 
them. So long as savings banks pay 3 per 
cent interest small investors wil] not buy 2 


per cent bonds even when brought within 


time.

cent. A bank can use the Panama canal

If it can keep its 
notes out it can make a fair profit, Making 
all allowance for this the heavy subscrip- 
tion tells of popular confidence in the gov- 
ernment just as much as though every single 
dollar came directly from the pockets of in- 
dividual citizens.

Prosperity is everywhere. The employed 
are getting good wages; the employers are 
calling for helpers from many a place of in- 
dustry. The only tale from the farms is one 
of unprecedented crops. The secretary of 
the treasury is not alone to be congratulated 
for his shrewd handling of the bond issue. 
It is an occasion for all to rejoice, and when 
comparisons are made with previous years 
of our history or with the situation which 
has confronted many a foreign country on 
the eve of important undertakings which re- 
quired large outlays, there is just reason why 
every citizen of the United States should feel 
patriotic pride in his government and in the 
unexampled credit which that government

Joseph's invitation to the dinner which 

he gave last week at Ischl in honor of 

Empress Eugénie. She gave as the 
reason of her refusal ill health. But her 
health is excellent for a woman of her years, 
and the true reason of her reluctance to meet 
the woman at whose court she spent more 
than twelve years as ambaseadress is of a 
much more seneational character. 

To those who recall the fact that through- 
out the greater of the third empire 
Princess Metternich was one of the most bril- 
liant figures at the court of the Tulleries, the 
virtual leader and originator of its revels, 
and the most dashing member of that coterie 
of fascinating women who formed the im- 
mediate entourage of Bugénie, it doubtless 
will be a source of amazement to know that 
in all the thirty-six years which have elapsed 
since the overthrow of the Napoleonic em- 
pire Eugénie and Pauline Metternich have 
met butonce, The interview in question took 
place in 1872, at Chiselhurst, and it is owing 
to the discreditable conetruction placed by 
the ex-empress upon that visit of the princess 
at Chiselhurst that Mme, de Metternich ab- 
solutely refuses to hold any intercourse with 
the consort of Napoleon III. or to meet her. 

, oe 

In order to explain matters, it is necessary 
to recall the fact that on the eve of the 
Franco-German war negotiations had been 
inaugurated by Napoleon for offensive and 
defensive alliances with both Austria and 
Italy. It was only the rapid progress of 
events, one German victory following the 
other with startling quickness, which pre- 
vented the treaties from being completed. 

In 1872, when so many of the actors in the 
great events of two years previously were 
endeavoring to relieve themselves of the re- 
sponsibility resting upon their shoulders, the 
late duc de Grammont, who had been am- 
bassador at Vienna and then minister of for- 
eign affairs at Paris during the few months 
immediately preceding the outbreak of the 
hostilities, announced his intention of pub- 
lishing a volume describing his action and 
policy in connection with the whole affair, 
with a view, of course, of exculpating him- 
self from the charges freely made that he 
had recklessly precipitated the struggle. 
Naturally, the people at Vienna and at_Rome 
did not relish the idea of the duke’s revealing 
to the world at large the fact that they had 
intended to join in the war against Germany, 
and that they had only been prevented from 
joining France by the latter's defeats, even 
at the outset of the war. Of course, this was 
no secret to the German government, but it 
was to the German people, and they did not 
like to expose themselves to the danger of 
exciting public opinion in Germany against 
themselves.

It was about that time that Princess Met- 
ternich availed herself of her sojourn in Eng- 
land to call upon her old friends, the emperor 
and empress, at Chiselhurst, and during the 
course of a conversation with the empress is 


projected book of the duc de Grammont, and 
to have intimated that its publication would 
be viewed with great regret at Vienna. The 
empress may or may not have taken the hint 
thus conveyed. At any rate, the publication 
of the duke’s book was delayed for several 
years. . 

About three months after the visit of Prin- 
cess Metternich to Chiselhurst there was a 
robbery there, and one of the French servy- 
ants disappeared, carrying off about 17.000 
francs. In the following year Napoleon III. 
died unexpectedly, through the mistaken 
administration of a narcotic which his wife 
believed was necessary for his health. and 
which he bitterly resisted taking. His papers 
were in a good deal of confusion, showing 
that he had had no time to order or to attend 
to them for some time previous to his death. 
Among the papers found was the draft gf his 
treaty with King Victor Emmanuel... But the 
draft of the agreement with Emperor Francis 
Joseph was missing. The late Prince Jerome 
Napoleon and the comte de la Chapelle, who 
were present, with other trusted members of 
the imperial household, at the search, pointed 
out the Grawer from which th- emperor had 
taken it about a year previously to show 
them, but not a trace of it could be found. 
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It was then that the empress, with that im- 
pulsive recklessness which brought so much 
harm upon her family and upon the people of 
her adopted country, exclaimed aloud before 
all present, as she tapped her forehead, 
“ Now I understand the purport of Princess 
Metternich’s visit,” and then went on to in- 
timate that the robbery of 17,000 francs 
shortly after the visit of the princess had 
been merely organized for the purpose of 
distracting attention from, or else for cov- 
ering, the loss of the draft treaty. .In one 
word, the Empress Eugénie gave those 
around her to understand that she attributed 
to Princess Metternich either the removal 
of the treaty or the Instigation of {ts theft. 

Of course this quickly came to the ears of 
Princess Metternich. Prince Napoleon and 
the comte de la Chapelle, in particular, never 
made any secret about the matter, giving, in 
fact, a most graphic description of the scene 
and relating it to many of the leading mem- 
bers of the Bonapartist party. Prince Na- 
poleon, who was a wonderiully brilliant and 
able man, did not for one moment suppose 
that the princess had had anything what- 
ever to do with the affair, and ridiculed the 
empress’ insinuation, which he was fond of 
relating as showing the woman’s entire lack 
of the most elementary principles of tact, 
discretion, diplomacy, and statecraft. In his 
opinion the draft treaty was stolen through 
the agency of one of the horde of detectives 
whom Thiers, then president of the republic, 
kept swarming around Chiselhurst, the anx- 
lety of the president to secure possession of 
the paper being attributable to his desire to 
secure a. certain amount of hold and means of 
pressure on the Austrian government. In- 
deed, there is every reason to believe that 
the draft treaty in question is buried among 
the secret archives of the French department 
of foreign. affairs on the Quai d'Orsay in 
Paris rather than in the archives at Vienna. 

Naturally, Princess Metternich has never 
forgotten or forgiven the insinuation of Em- 
press Eugénie. She is too proud @ woman 
ever to have dreamt of asking the ex-empress 
for an explanation or for a retraction, well 
aware that her fair name could never suffer 
any serious injury at the hands of the former 
countess of Teba. But she has always de- 
clined to have anything to do with her since, 
and has spurned all offers of reconciliation 
made by the empress. That ils why she de- 
clined*to attend the dinner given by Francis 
Joseph at Ischl in honor of Eugénie. 
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The latter was a self-invited guest of the 
emperor. She had addressed to him a letter 
saying that she had not much longer to lives 
expressing a wish to see him once more be- 
fore she died, in order that she might thank 
him for all his kindnesses, and asked if she 
might be allowed to visit him at Ischl. With- 
out going into the question of * kindnesses,”’ 
she has much to be pardoned by old Francis 
Joseph, for it was she who was chiefly re- 
sponsible for inducing his brother Maximil- 
ian to jend himself to that wretched Mexican 
adventure, and it was she again who was 
mainly to blame for the abandonment of 
Maximilian to his fate. In fact, it is well 
known that for many years Francis Joseph 
regarded her as more than any one else ac- 
countable for the tragic fate of his best loved 
brother. It may be remembered that both 
France and Maximilian were dragged into 
this unfortunate Mexichkn business by Em- 
press Eugénie and her friends, with the ob- 
ject of giving a value to the so-called Jecker 
bonds, of which they had accumulated all 
that could be got on the market ata nominal 
price, owing to their repudiation by the Mex- 
ican government of the day. Maximilian’s 
government was to recognize them asa valid

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Report Issued by Commissioner of Labor Shows That Output of , a 
Unfair and Ruinous to Free Labor. as Well as Demorslising “Of 
| Markets and Business Stability. 
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Washington, D. C., July 25.—[{Special.]—It 
will be a surprise to the public, perhaps, to 
know that the states of and Llinois 
lead the country in the 
vict made goods. Illinois has the dubious 
honor of ranking far above other states as 
to the value of the product under the piece 
price system. 

These facts are set forth among others 
jn a complete report issued today by the 
commissioner of labor on convict labor in 
the United States. It is the unanimous opin- 
ion of manufacturers that convict compe- 
tition is unfair and ruinous, demoralizing 
markets and business stability, compelling 
reduction of prices below a fair margin of 
profit, and often even below the cost of pro- 
duction. Wages are forced to the lowest 
limit in a vain-effort to lower the cost of 
production to that of the prison contractor. 
In some cases deterioration of the quality 
of material used and In others an entire 
abandonment to prisons of the manufacture 
of certain grades of goods 
essary.

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Various States Affected. 


Illinois an@ other central western states 
are affected particularly by the competition 
of convicts. In 1904 there were 2,451 con- 
victs employed in making goods for sale and 
the market value of their output was $2,261,- 
543. Twenty years before, the number of 
convicts employed was 2,214, and they t 
out goods which sold for $3,284,268. he 
number of convicts tn Iowa increased in the 
twenty year period mentioned from 587 to 
790 and the value of their product from 
$403.978 to $510,506. 

Indiana showed a slight reduction in the 
number of convicts employed and the value 
of thefiroutput. Kansas, on the other hand, 
reported an increase in the number em- 
ployed, which rose in 1885 from 723 to 1,008, 
but the value of output dropped from $1,058,- 
720 to $578,661. Michigan employed 1,767 
convicts in 1885 and 1,406 in 1904. The value 
of their output was $1,087,786 and $1,028,859 
respectively. Minnesota practically doubled 
the number of fits convicts employed, 443 
working in 1885 to produce goods which sold 
for $257,608, while 802 manufactured goods 
in 1904 valued@ at $1,725.529. 

Wisconsin reported 902 convicts employed 
in 1885 and 701 in 1904, and the value of their 
output was $447,601 {n the former year and 
$1,002,644 in the latter. Missouri was the 
star state In 1904 so far as output was con- 
cerned. The market value of the goods pro- 
duced by 1,978 convicts in that year was 
$2,451,939.

Figures for Illinois Prisons. 


The institutions in Illincis which were ex- 
amined by the bureau of labor were the Chi- 
cago house of correction, Chicago; the 
Peoria house of correction, Peoria; the 
Quincy house of correction, Quincy; ali city 
institutions, and the state penitentiaries at 
Menard, Joliet, and Pontiac. The average 
number of convicts in these prisons was 2,451 
employed in productive labor and 1,414 in 
prison duties. Only forty-nine of the first 
class were females. 

For the entire state of Illinois the valve of 
labor on goods produced was exactly one- 
fifth of the sum obtained for goods, the 
profit of the cities and state being $1.768,000. 
The most prosperous convict industry was 
the manufacture of bocts and shoes, which 
brought in the sum of $990,431. Construction 
of tables and chairs came next, with $388,065; 
then hosiery, $207,700; brooms and brushes, 
$165,568; cooperage, $146,899; and stove hol- 
low ware, $100,000. Of the total gocds manu- 
factured four-fifths are scld outside the state. 
If the figures given in the.report of the bu- 
reau of labor are cerrect, the use of convict 
labor is most profitable to the state, the ex- 
penditures of the institutions being $1,105.831. 
The surplus comsequently is more than 
$1. 100,000. 

These statistics undoubtedly will be used as 
a strong argument for the curtailment of con- 
vict labor. The total value of all goods pro- 
duced by it throughout the country during 
the year investigated was $34,276,205. This 
sum represents the market value—that is: the 
amount for which the goods were sold, or, 
when used in institutions where produced, 
the estimated amount for which the goods 
might have been sold.

Pell Street Saloonkeeper’s Loyalty to 
Despised Colt Rewarded When He 
Romps Home.at 100 tol. 


New York, July 25.—Nigger Mike, the 2 
year old colt which won the first race at 
Brighton Beach today, at the odds of 100 to 
1, is owned by J. J. Kenny, a Pell street 
saloonkeeper, well known along the Bowery, 
who has been betting on his colt all season, 
with no success until today. 

Kenny is a “ hunch” player. When he got 
to the track today he had just $52 in his 
pocket after paying for badge and program. 
He found Nigger Mike’s number on the card 
was ‘' 13," and that set him thinking.

So Kenny got the whole $52 
on at 100 to 1, in four chunks, and then went 
out to see the race. ’ 

He had no glasses, and couldn’t make out 
his colt until it was well into the stretch. 
Then, as he saw he had a chance to win, 
Kenny commenced to yell and dance up and 
down like a jumping jack. It was tall root- 
ing, but it served its purpose, for the colt 
won by a nose. 

Then Kenny made a bee line for the ring 
and collected $5,552, The “‘ thirteen hunch ”’ 
was still with him as he counted off twelve 
friends and lined them up against the bar.

Eighty-nine Gara, Carrying 350 En- 
thusiasts, Billed to Compete for 

t Honors Over Elgin-Aurora Cen- 
tary Course in Event Promoted by 
Dealers and Clab — Three Women 
Drivers to Take Part—Big Truck 
‘Will Also Make the Trip. 


Highty-eight automobiles divided into four 
classes will contest today in the first annual 
reliability tour promoted under the joint aus- 
pices of the Chicago Automobile Trade asso- 
ciation and the Chicago Automobile club. The 
run will be over the Elgin-Aurora course, 
starting at 9 o’clock from the corner of 
Michigan avenue and Hubbard court. 

This is Chicago's first attempt to run off 
a really big motoring event, and there is 
every indication that it will be a success. The 
weather man promises a good day, although 
it is anticipated the course will be dusty. 
Indeed, so sure of this are some of the niotor- 
ists that one of the judgés, George G. Green- 
burg, has organized the *‘ Dust Eaters’ club” 
and has proviveu badges for the members. 


Githens to Start First. 

Orders have been issued to the contestants 
to report as early as 8 o'clock, lining up on 
the east side of Michigan avenue according 
to numbers. This early gathering is neces- 
sary because it is no easy task to get such a 
bunch away in good order. After they are all 
properly lined up Starter Charles P. Root will 
take his stand ano wave for the first man to 
comeon. That individual is Walter L. Gith- 
ens, whose car will have No. 1 plastered on 
both sides of it. As he approaches the 
line Starter Root will take the cards the 
driver and an observer will carry and stamp 
them with a time clock. This will take the 
place of the usual pistol. Handing the cards 
into the car will be the signal to start andthe 
big contest will then be under way. 


Last Car Leaves at 10:30. 

At one minute intervals the others will 
follow Githens, and by 10:80 o’clock the last 
car will have been sent away. By this time 
‘Githens ought to be some twenty miles on 
his journey and figuring on getting into the 
first control on the minute in order that he 
may escape penalization. 

The course leading out of Chicago will be 
north on Michigan avenue to Jackson boule- 
vard, west to Ashland avenue, north to 
Washington, and west on Washington 
through Austin and Maywood, where there 
is a jog tn the course which finally lands 
the tourists on the Elgin road. 

Addison, Bloomingdale, and Ontarioville 
are the towns they will pass through before 
reaching Elgin, the first checking station 
which they must make in two hours and 
thirty minutes, a distance of thirty-nine 
miles. A stop will be made here for fifteen 
minutes for the purpose of checking in and 
changing observers, then the journey will be 
resumed along the Fox river valley road, 
passing through St. Charles, Geneva, and 
Batavia to Aurora, a distance of twenty- 
three miles, which must be made in one 
hour and thirty minutes. Here there is the 
second checking station. 

Last Leg an Easy One. 

On the last leg of the course the tourists will 
travel leisurely, for they have three hours 
for the journey through Naperville, Down- 
ers Grove, Hinsdale, La Grange, and River- 
side. According to the schedule laid out, 
they have seven hours and a half to make the 
century, so car No. 1 is due back at Michigan 
avenue and Hubbard court at 4:30 o'clock, 
and all the field ought to be in by 6 o'clock. | 

When the lists closed Tuesday night there 
had been eighty-five nominations made, but 
between that time and the time the program 
went to press four more besieged Charley 
Root to give them a chance to win fame.

class 3 for cars between $1.750 and $2,500; and 
class 4 for cars exceeding $2,500. Class 1 had 
fourteen in it, class 2 thirteen, class 3 twenty- 
seven, and class 4 thirty-three. The truck 
does not figure as a contestant. 


FAIRBANKS’ CAR IS PENALIZED. 


Tubes Blow Out, Causing Glidden Tour- 
ist to Lose Two Points—Odd 
Accident Occurs. 


Waterville, Me., July 25.—[{Special.J—After a 
day of almost pure delight, traveling ninety-three 
miles from Jackman over splendid roads through 
the grand Maine woods, the Glidden tourists ar- 
rived here tonight. The roads were eo fine that 
not one fell by the wayside today, and early in the 
evening, when most of the cars had been checked 
in, only one of the contestants had dropped from 
the perfect list. 

This was Dexter Fairbanks’ Cleveland car of 
thirty-five horse power, driven by Wally Owen. 
It had six inner tubes blown out while on the road 
and lost two points at the third checking station.

LONDON, July 25.—Money wes dearer and in in- 
created demand today, in preparation for stock 
exchange payments.

Later the improve- 
ment made further progregs, under New York sup- 
port.® The market closed firm, at the best quota- 
tions of the day. Kaffirs were buoyant om buy- 
ing by Influential houses. Japanese imperial 6s 
of 1904 closed at 102%. 

BERLIN, July 25.—On the boerge today the gen 
eral tendency {mproved. Russians were one point 
higher. 

PARIS, July 26.—The tone on the bourse today 
was much improved. Russians steadily advancing, 
though a considerable ount of the purchases 
are udderstood to be the result of an agreement 
of the principal holders to sustain the market 
by active buying. New imperial 5s advanced and 
closed at 7905. Russian bonds of 1904 were quoted 
at 464. against 450 yesterday, a gain of 5 francs, 
and imperial 4s gained 60 centimes. The entire 
market shared in the improvement, internationals 
generally being strong and moving upward. M. 
Raffalovitch, the Russign financial agent, con- 
ferred with the leading banks, which, it is said, 
were prepared to-intervene to the extent of $10,- 
000,000 to prevent an undue depression. Russian

Garfield’s Aid to Be Here. 

Mr. Schindler worked under Mr. Garfield 
in his Standard Oil investigation and his 
services will be valuable in informing the at- 
torneys what evidence they may expect to 
get to show that rebates have been paid and 
Where such evidence may be obtained. That 
part of the Cleveland case which referred 
to the rebating of storage charges is fa- 
miliar to Mr. Sullivan and Mr. Pagin. 

There is no doubt the session of the extra 
grand jury which will be calied to make this 
investigation will be prolonged. Owing to 
the proximity of the Whiting refinery, much 
ef the alleged violation of the law centered 
there.

Eastern Joint Agency Fought. 

The joint agency of the International and 
Great Northern, Missouri, Kansas and Tex- 
as, Santa Fé, Rock island, and Kansae City 
Southern in New York appears to be doomed. 
A movement has been started to disrupt this 
agency, as it is claimed that it is a clear 
violation of the law, inasmuch as it is prac- 
tically nothing but a pooling arrangement. 
There seems to be some mystery about where 
the move against this joint agency started. 
Some attribute it to a rival combination of 
railroad and steamship lines. 

This joint agency was established, accord- 
ing to the various roads which are interested 
in it, to maintain harmony and established 
rates on steamship business from the At- 
lantic seaboard to Galveston, and to deliver 
it to the rail lines named. 

At one time there was an effort to get the 
steamship lines to form a pool to work with 
the railroads, but this was not accomplished 
because some of the companies ee not 
concur in the proposition.
